XXVIIIth SESSION-FIFTY THIRD DAY. 


B ÍN A T E . 


Sacram ento, February 28,1889. 
The Senate met at 10 a . m ., President pro tern. 
S. M. White in the chair. 


LEGISLATIVE ATTACHES. 
Senator Heacock's resolution proposing an 
am endm ent to Article IV., Section 7, o f the Con­ 
stitution, lim iting the number of employes of 
the Legislature, came up as a special order, and 
was defeated by a vote of 24 ayes to 10 noes ; 27 
votes being required. 


W ORK AT SAN QUENTIN. 
S. B. 584, to stop the work in the sash and 
blind factory at San Quentin, was taken up and 
the Assembly amendments concurred in. Under 
the latter tbe bill does not take effect tor sixty 
days. 
PURITY OF ELECTIONS. 
Wilson offered a iesolutiou declaring S. B. 146 
to amend Sectional257,1258 and 1259 of the Po­ 
litical Code of the State of California, relating 
to counting of ballots at elections, and ascer­ 
taining. recording and returning the results 
thereoi, a case ot urgency. He urged that tbe 
bill was an absolute necessity for the puritv of 
the ballot. 
Under this bill the count could be 
completed by 12 o'clock ou the night of elec­ 
tion. 
. 
Both vehem ently opposed the resolution. He 
said that the Senate had already appointed a 
special committee to confer with a like commit­ 
tee trom the Assembly upon all these election 
bills, and it would be an Insult to that commit­ 
tee to take the matter un now. There were pol­ 
iticians here from San Francisco who wanted to 
defeat that action. 
Wilson said he did not wish to force the mat­ 
ter or do any Injustice to the committee, but he 
wanted to see something done. He was w illing 
to have it go over until to-morrow and finally 
withdrew the resolution. 


QUESTION OF PRIV ILEGE. 
Bowers—Mr. President, I rise to aquestion of 
privilege. I read from the Daily Examiner, ot 
San Francisco, following the exam ple of my dis­ 
tinguished 
colleague 
iu 
the 
Senate, 
Mr. 
Goucher. 
Under the heading, “About tho?e 
Letters,” there is astatem ent purporting to have 
been made by Senator Boggs. 1 find in the arti­ 
cle, under the 
sub-head of “ Bowers’ Bad 
Break," the following: 
“What do I think of the speech of the Senator 
in tte Leguslature on Thursday who took the 
high position that he wouldn’t have auvthing 
to do with anything that was stolen, alluding to 
the McComb letters? 
“Ah, that was Bowers, of San Diego. Well, 
no, I don't think he was struggling to cover up 
anything. I wouldn’t take him to lie a man 
who would do anything like ¡hat: but he’s a 
Republican, and Goucher had made a red hot 
speech about the investigation, and Senator 
\\ hite, he made a pretty warm speech, too, and 
Bowers was nettled. 
“He thought tbe Democrats were having it all 
their own way. Yes, I think Bowers ought to 
be laii and open anyhow, and let the truth be 
known, whatever it was, but I tilinte the action 
of the Democrat' caused him to do it. But does 
it look honest? Well, it looks very partisan 
anyhow, what Bowers did and was unjustified ” 
I simply want to ask the Senator from Colusa if 
he is correctly reported in the Examiner i 
Boggs—I w ill answer the Senator, in justice to 
him. 
\\ e all know wh&t it means when a re­ 
porter desires to investigate, you might say, a 
member ot the Senate. Now, I was met bv some 
in San Francisco who asked me something

do not know exactly what I did say. Probably 
I said something of that kind, but I did not in­ 
tend, and I know I did cot do auy injustice to 
any member on this floor, and especially m y 
friend, tbe Senator from San Diego. I know 
that he is a partisan, though not an extreme 
partisan. He has been fair here upon all party 
questions. 
When I was interviewed I do no't 
know what I did say. [Laughter.] Probably I 
was correctly reported and it may be that I was 
not. I am inclined lo think I was not correctly 
reported iu the m ain. I did say, Mr. President 
that the President of the Senate made a very 
waim speech and that he was making it very- 
warm tor the Kepub ieans. and that tbe Senator 
from Fresno was also getting in his oar and 
making it very warm.

SAN CIEGO CH ARTER. 
Bowers was permitted to introduce and have 
printed the 
¡esolution 
approving the new 
charter for the city of San Diego. 
The Senate refused to reconsider the vote by 
whtch it passed A. B. ¡¡12. authorizing th'e 
Govercor of the .State of California to proceed 
with an investigation of the State Prison au­ 
thorities ot this Slate, and to appropriu’e money 
therefor. 
S. B. 334, to amend Section 116 of the Political 
Code, relating to fees in the Secretary of State’s 
office, was read a third time and passed. 
S. B. 33, to declare when a vacancy exists in 
the elective or appointive office, Board or Com­ 
mission, of any county, city, city and county 
township or m unicipality, and to provide for 
filling the same, was recommit c-d to Senator 
F raser to be amended. 


STATE BOARD OF EXAM INERS. 
S. B. 188, to amend the Political Code rela'iug 
to the State Board ot Examiners, its meetings 
and duties, and to add to said Act seven new 
sections, to be ksown and numbered as 684, 685, 
686, 687, 688, 689 and 690, relative to the State 
Board of Examinjr?, and fixing the salaries of 
the members of the said Board and its employes, 
and defining the powers and duties of raid 
Board, and making appropriations for traveling 
expensos, was taken up as a special order. 
Murphy's substitute for the bill, providiug for 
the election of a Board of Auditors was adopted 
by a vote of 22 ayes to 12 noes. 
>VUs u moved to amend Section 1 by giving 
the Governor the apnointment of the Board of 
Auditors, instead of having them elected by the 
people. 
Wilson 
and Dray vigorously favored the 
amendment, and Campbell as strongly- opposed 
it. 
1 he latter said that if tbe people once 
elected this Board they would unearth some 
stupendous rascalities 
He wanted to sec all 
power and responsibility brought as near home 
to the people as possible. Intlueuces which op­ 
erated on governors to make bad appointments 
did not [reach the people, and officers elected by 
the people were independent, and were more 
likely to prove faithful servants. For the same 
reasons he proposed to vote for the bill pro­ 
viding for the election of tbe state Printer. 
The vote was taken im mediately after Camp­ 
bell’s sprech. and the amendmcut was lost by a 
vote of 12 ay es to 23 noes. 
Wilson then gave up tbe fight and tbe friends 
of tbe substitute proceeded lo perfect it by 
amendments. 
l aminetti offered an amendment providin 
that the books of all officers ot the State shoul 
be subject to the inspection of the Board. 
Heacock moved to amend bv including all 
charitable institutions receiving'State aid. 
('aminetti opposed this last amendment, tak­ 
ing the ground that these were private institu­ 
tions and tbe State had no right to look into 
their affairs. 
Dray, Campbell and Sprague cicnrly demon­ 
strated that the position of tbe Senator from 
Amador was untenable, quoting the constitu­ 
tional provision which provides that no money 
shall be appropriated for such Institutions un 
less they ere under State control and inspec­ 
tion. 
Heacock's amendment was adopted and the 
amendment as amended adopted. 
Pending consideration of the bill the Senate 
took the usual recess. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. st., President 
pro tcm. in the chair. 
The Senate resumed consideration of S. B. 188, 
which was further amended and ordered en­ 
grossed. 
The Assembly messages were taken up and 
the Senate adopted tbe concurrent resolution to 
bring back from the Secretary o f State’s office 
A. B. 4. which had been incorrectly printed on 
enrollment, and was signed by the'Governor 
with the mistake in it. Tbe bill had been prop­ 
erly engrossed, and at first properly printed, but 
when being printed on enrollment one of the 
salaries was made £125 per month, Instead of 
£1. > per mouth, as tu the hilt as it passed both 
houses. Pending the consideration of the reso­ 
lution, the carelessness In the State Printing 
Office was sharply criticised. 


LOTTERIES. 
S. B. 473, to amend the Penal Code, relating to 
lotteries, by adding a uew section thereto, to be 
known and numbered as Section 372 o f said 
code, was read a third time. 
Moffitt hoped the bdl would not pass, it was 
aim ed at the newspapers, and not' at the lot­ 
teries. 
If the lotteries could not advertise their 
drawings in the newspapers they would do so by 
circulars, and thus deprive the newspapers of 
so much revenue. 
Moffitt considered the news­ 
papers public benefactors and did not want any­ 
thing done to injure their business. 
After wasting considerable time on a call of 
the senate, the bill was passed on the file. 


TH E GOVERNOR’ S APPOINTMENTS. 
The Governor’s messages, containing his van- 
ous apjointm euts, came up as the special order

Wilson and Bowers argued that the Senate j 
should proceed and confirm those in regard to I 
whom there was no question. 
Y ell’s motion prevailed by a vote of 30 ayes 
to 
noes—Hoggs voting with the Republicans. !

ADVERTISING LOTTERIES. 
S. B. 473, lo prohibit advertising lottery draw­ 
ings, was taken up again and refuted passage 
by a vote ol 9 ayes to 25 noes. 
McGowan gave not.ee of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
TH E AGE OF CONSENT. 
S. B. 150, to amend the Penal Code relating to 
the crime of rape, was takeu up on its passage. 
Sprague said that while it was simply stated 
iu behalf of this bill that it "only raised the age 
of consent from ten to fifteen years,” still there 
was within it one of the most dangerous propo­ 
sitions imaginable. Under this bill a married 
woman m ight charge a fifteen-year old boy with 
the crime of rape, and by her testimony com­ 
pel him to serve a life imprisonment in the 
State prison. The Senator disliked to discuss 
the subject in the presence of ladies, but he 
could not allow the bill to be voted on without 
protest. 
McComas spoke warmly in favor of the bill. 
Sprague moved to recommit the bill with in­ 
structions to amend by striking out “sixteen” 
and inserting “fourteen.’' 
The motion prevailed by a vote o f 21 ayes to 
16 noes, and the bi:l was ordered re-printed. 


BILLS APPROVED. 
A message was received from the Governor 
announcing his approval of S. B.’s 55, making 
an appropriation for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for pay ot stenographer to Railroad 
Commission for the thirty ninth and fortieth 
fiscal years: 116, to pay the claim of Thomas 
W. O’Neil; 233, to pay the claim of J. J. Lynch; 
235, to pay the claim of James Touhey; 238, to 
pay the claim of John A. Cole, and 239, to pay 
the claim of Charles E. Hughes. 


T H E GLENN COUNTY CONFLICT. 
MeaDy moved to take up out of order A. B. 8, 
to create the county ot Glenn. 
Moffitt said that while he was in favor of the 
bill, he would not vote to take it up out of order. 
Boggs said that he hoped,as a matter of justice, 
that the Senate would no lake this bill up out 
of order. It was one of the most important 
measures before the present sessi jn of the Leg 
islature, so far as its county was concerned. He 
had not attempted to delay it by any pailia- 
meutary tactics. It was at his suggestion that 
the bill was taken up in committee and placed 
up .n the tiles. He had attempted to treat every 
Senator with courtesy and lairness, and it was 
not treating him fairly or courteously to take 
the bill up out of order. 
Let the hill come 
up at the proper time, and he hoped to be able 
to defeat it, as he thought it ought to be de­ 
feated. No bill had beeu taken up under sim 
ilar circumstances during the sesssion. It was 
true that Senators bail becu granted the priv­ 
ilege of substituting bills on the file, but uoone 
had been allowed to substitute a measure of this 
importance. 
Meany said this was the first time lie had 
asked to take a bill up out of order, while that 
courtesy had been extended to several others. 
The (.hair—There has been no bill takeu up 
out of order iu this way. 
Meany—It takes twenty-four votes to take it 
up, and if there is that much majority in favor 
of the bill I do not see how the Senator from 
Colusa can be hurt by it. A bare majority can 
not take it up. It Is only for a second reading, 
and he can have p enty of time to organize his 
fight and defeat it on third 
reading, if he 
can. I do not think it is showing any discour­ 
tesy to the Sena'or at all. The bill was here two 
years ago, and every Senator knows all about it. 
His preparations to defeat this bill have been 
made long ago as every Senator knows. 
Bogg— There is one of the opponents of this 
bill who is not present, while on the other side 
the Senator has got one c f its friends here out 
ot a sick bed. I say it is not fair treatment of 
me and my constituents. 
Dray said that lie was opposed to taking up 
bills out of order. 
He had consented to taking 
up some Senate bills, but no Assembly bill had 
been taken up. The Senate had treated the 
Assembly much better iu this respect than it 
had been treated, it was not right"to take the 
bill up in this way. 
The Chair stated that if the motion prevailed 
the business of the session would go to pieces. 
Campbell said he would not go in any man s 
district and take up a bill that was antagonized 
by the Senator from that district. He would not 
say how he should vote on the bill, but he 
would not vote to take it up out ot or.ier. 
De Long moved to indefinitely postpone the 
motion to suspend the rules. 
The motion was lest by a vote of IS ayes to 21 
noes. 
Mead said that he was pledged not to take up 
any bill out of order. 
He would not say how he 
would vote on the bill when it came up. 
Dray said if this bill was takeu up in this wav 
the rules would herealter be abandoned, and 
every Senator would m ake combinations to get 
up his own bill'. 
McGovvau said that he had been one of the 
signers of the agreement, but it had gone to 
pieces, and when the general scramble com­ 
menced he did not propose to get left. 
White—Whenever the general scramble com­ 
mences there won' t be a great deal of business 
done. 
Bowers said lie had kepi the agreement and 
proposed to live up to it. 
DeLong moved to adjourn. 
(’am inetti seconded the motion. 
Filibustering was theu commenced and the 
scene was a lively one for some time. 
Before putting the motion the I’residcut t ro 
tam. said: “ It is somewhat unfortuoate ¡.hat 
when this Senate was proceeding with business 
so well, that it is turned into something that 
w ill be anything but creditable." 
Goucher spraug to his feet and retorted : “ I 
presume every Senator on this floor liears his 
own responsibility in that matter, and is per­ 
fectly capable ot doing it. This hill came here 
early in the session, and yet it is way back on 
tlie flies, and it is time it was taken up and set­ 
tled. I am not in favor of depriving the Senator 
from Colusa of any of his rights. 1 am in favor 
oflcttin g him name the dnv when it shall be 
considered. ” 
"Call the roll! Call the roll!” shouted the 
Chair, and the motion to adjourn was lost by a 
vote of 7 ayes to 32 noes. 
De Long immediately moved to take a recess 
for fifteen minutes. 
Caminetti said that if this matter was to be 
pushed it would block all other legi-Jation and 
it was an outrage. 
Boggs—Now 1 ejon't desire to delay legisla­ 
tion, all that I ask is that my constituents nave 
a chance; a large majority of them —three-quar­ 
ters of them —are opposed to this measure. 
Goucher—I rise to a point of order. The gen­ 
tleman is not speaking to the question before 
tlie Senate. 
The Chair—The point of order is not well 
taken. 
Goucher—I appeal from the decision of the 
Chair. 
The Chair—Very well. 
Wilson—Does the Chair rule that on a motion 
to take a recess for fifteen minutes the merits of 
this bill cm be discussed. 
'J he Chair changed his ruling and put the mo­ 
tion to take a recess, which was lost by a vote of 
9 ayes to 30 n oes.' 
Borgs again appealed to the Senate, as a mat­ 
ter of justice and right, not to take the bill up 
out of order. 
There were important amend­ 
ments which he desired to offer to the bill and 
he wanted time to prepare them. 
Meany—Will you permit the bill to be made 
the special order for a certain time ? 
Boggs—If there was any reason to believe 
that It would not be reached on file iu time 1 
would be willing to do so. 
Greely moved the previous question. 
Boggs—I hope the gentleman from Marin w ill 
withdraw this course of opposition. I do not 
think it is doing any good. Let it come to a 
vole. If they vote me down I w ill say they 
committed a wrong that 1 could not help.' 
De Long—I move to adjourn. 
Tbe motion was put and lost on a call ol the 
roll by a vote of 4 ayes to 32 noes. 
Greely—I move the previous question. 
De L on g-I m cve to take a recess for fifteen 
minutes. 
After some further wrangling, Meany with­ 
drew his motion to suspend the rules, and the 
battle ceased—for the time being. 
DeLong then explained, under a question of 
privilege, his reason for the fight he n a i made, 
lie said that he had requested Mr. Boggs to vote 
with him to take up the Governor s appoint­ 
ments, and lie had done s i as a favor to him. 
Soon afterwards he had understood that the 
Gleun county bill was lo be taken up for the 
purpose of punishing the Senator from (olosa far 
voting with the Republicans. He had therefore 
determined that this should not be done. This 
was his only reason for opposing the taking up 
of the bill. 
TH E STATE PR IN TER. 
A. 
B. 262, to amend Section 530 o f the Political 
Code, relaiiug to the office of Superintendent of 
State Printing, was read a third time and put 
upon its passage. 
Dray. Bowers and McDonald spoke against 
tlie bill and Moffitt, Dargie, McGowan Britt, 
Campbell and Goucher in lavor of it. 
The bill was passed by a vote of 33 aves to 6 
noes. 
McDonald gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
Yell moved to suspend the rules and consider 
tbe motion now. 
The motion prevailed. 
Goucher then made the motion to reconsider 
the vote, bet withdrew it. 
Yell renewed the motion, and urged that 
when there were only seven votes against a bill 
the object of tbe motion was simply to delay the 
bill at a very critical tim e in the session. 
On motion of Preston the matter was post­ 
poned until to morrow at 3:30 r. M. 
8. B. 115, to provide lor the spfom tm ent ot a 
Board of Exam ining Engineers to license en­ 
gineers o f portable and stationary steam engines 
and boilers—to establish the duties and com- 
pensatiou of said Board, came up ou its pas­ 
sage. 
Sprague moved to strike out the enacting 
clause, which was lost. 
Dray moved to amend by m aking the Exam­ 
ining Engineers e ectiv e officers, but withdrew 
his amendment aft* r some lim e had been con­ 
sumed and the previous question ordered. 
The bill was then defeated bv a votcof 19 aves 
to 19 noes. 
Britt gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 
At 5 r. M ., ou motion of Finder, the Senate 
took a recess until 8 o’clock i*. M. 
Might Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 8 p. >c , the Presi­ 
dent pro tem. iu the chair. 
Twenty-four Senators responded to the roll- 
call.

The investigation into State Prison affairs was 
continued last evening in joint session of Gú­ 
state Prison Commit ec of the Senate and Wavs 
and Means Committee of the Assembly. Gen­ 
eral McComb. Warden of San Quentin Prison, 
was reeallc-d and testified iu answer to interro­ 
gations. 
He said that, as Warden, he was gov­ 
erned in his management of the prison by rules 
adopted by the Board of Prison Directors'. 'Ihe 
published 1* tters to “ Captain* were addressed 
to Captain Ben Chambers. The subject of run­ 
ning the prisou in the iu*. rest of any party was 
not suggested from any one when 1 took charge 
of the pr.’so i, nor at any time. My reference In 
published letters to McLane, and about his 
breaking bis neck, w ss because McLane was 
too important. 
He is still at the prison as an 
employe. 
He is there with m y approval. 
No 
o n cisk ecp n ig him there. 
51 y remark to Cap­ 
tain Chamoers to have some one fitted to take 
Mcl.aue’s place, as we should be in a fix it Mo- 
Lane should die, was a joke. The night shift’s 
work in the jute m ills was not satisfactory, and 
we put a n:ght Superintendent on. The in­ 
crease of looms run at night over the number 
run in the daytime was to increase the output 
at night as compared with that produced bv the 
day shift. 
Could not tell relatively the result of 
night work as compared with that of day. 
There was about £41,000 profit from the iute m ill 
work at the prisou for 1SS8.

There was no uud rstanding be­ 
tween us, b it whenever I wanted anything 
done I would speak to one or perhaps two of 
lhe*e Directors beforehand, and they would 
look after tt in the Board meeting. I did no1 
take one ot this trio to task for “falling down" 
ou a proposition, 
I may have spoktn to one of 
them about it. but did not take auy one to task. 
I do not know that there was any arrangement 
to elect Deviin President, so as to keep him 
from interfering with our arrangements. Had 
1 1 0 difficulty with Director De rue, except that 
he eriticlsed.a water bill at one time aud stood 
in with Mr. Devlin in somewhat o f a critical 
attitude.

When I referred in a letter to a man 
put on by Stow aud Buck, I meant W. W. Stow 
and Chris Buckley. When I said, “¿ce that 
Kramer gets what he thinks he needs aud give 
his men a whole lot of ginger” I meant simplv 
to spur men under him up to work.

Judge James G. Maguire, of San Francisco, 
last eve.dng addressed the Committees ou Elec­ 
tions of 
oth houses ot the Legislature iu the 
interest c f what is known as the ballot-reform 
bill, fcenator Crandall presided. Judge Mr- 
guiro said t hat there were several evils under­ 
m ining our election system, which must be met 
by all right-thinking citizens, irrespective of 
parly, sooner or later, or else we would find our­ 
selves launched in a,whirlpool of political cor­ 
ruption! from which it might be inmost impos­ 
sible to recover ourselves. Home years ngo, in 
this State, the custom of buying and selling 
votes in the interest of candidates was un­ 
known; but recently the crime had become 
notorious. 
People 
in 
the East have been 
brought face to I tee w i’b this monstrous evil, 
and in a number of States steps have been 
taken 
to 
prot ct 
the 
purity 
of 
the 
ballot-box. 
In 
San 
Francisco 
and other 
parts of the State we have what is known as a 
“floating class,” who are simply carrion for the 
political vultures. They usually rendezvous iu 
what are known as boarding-houses, aud on 
election occasions make it a point to tell them- 
selve* to tr.c political bosses. These crimes 
against the State must be met, and how to meet 
them is the question. What can the legislative 
body do to ] reveut a man from selling bis vote ? 
What 
can 
be 
done 
to 
preveDt 
the 
purchase 
of 
that 
vote? 
How 
can 
in­ 
timidation 
and 
coercion 
o f 
the 
voter by his employer be prohibited ? 1 he e are 
matters which stare Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike in the face. Are we readv to meet 
the issue, asked the Judge. It is patent to every 
right-thinking man, he said, that the law? now 
in operation do not protect the purity of onr 
elective system. The restrictions of the law. 
which were intended to promote the libertv of 
the voter, are a dead letter. In San Fran­ 
cisco, 
he 
charged, 
men 
arc driven to 
the polls nnd voted like so many cattle. 
As the matter now stands there is no wav by 
which we can prevent the hired voter from put­ 
ting in his vote. The passage of the bill now 
betore the houses, he believed, will give us an 
absolute secret system and prevent any boss 
from voting his “hired cattle.” This system 
places all candidates before the people on equal 
footing and crushes boss rule out of existence. 
To-day a man cannot get a n.m ination at tbe 
hands of either party unless he bows to the will 
c f the bosses. 
Fenator Crandall at this point asked the 
speaker if the bill went back to the fountain- 
head and protected the primaries ? 
Judge Maguire 
replied 
that it threw as 
strong a safeguard aronnd the primaries as 
around auy other election. He said that in San 
Francisco there was no punishment for these 
crimes, because of boss domination over certain 
officials. It is the same with some of the tri­ 
bunals. and even “ Grand Juries are sometimes 
packed” by the same Influence. The Federal 
Courts are the chief resource? left, he thought, 
through which to punish crimes against the 
election laws, but these ( ourts reach only 
those offenses 
committed 
at 
Congressional 
elections, as they have no jurisdiction over anv 
other election. U is not a matter of Democracy- 
or Republicanism, he said, with the bosses, it is 
“ spoils.” Their m otive is plunder and power. 
By the latter they protect their hirelings in the 
violation o f the election laws. T he Judge, con­ 
tinuing, said that this system proposed to be 
adopted would greatly reduce the expenses to

“ Mr. Booth came on tlie stage one 
night,” he says, “ to see me do my trick of 
picking up a table and swinging it over 
my head by simply placing my hands on 
top.

and in a spirit of true benevolence. The 
settled verdict cf the people and the judg­ 
ment of ail whose sympathies are quick to 
the cry of distress are that tfce institution 
must not be merely made “ tj do,” to"*tide 
over the present,” but that it should—if for 
no other than economic rw sons—i?e per­ 
manently outfitted in every respect for the 
proper treatment of the little ones whose 
unfortunate condition uppeals to the Un­ 
derest sentiments of man's nature, and 
whose woes stir the. ■sympathies of every 
human being capable of emotional feeling. 
The demands upon the institution are 
steadily increasing, they will not decrease; 
the State must therefore look far beyond the 
present and provide for the institution with 
an eye to what it must respond to. The 
shame must never attach to California of 
having neglected the dependent class re­ 
ferred to, in any degree, bv failing to pro­ 
vide fully for the demand that comes up 
from it. 
Large capacity is whet is needed; 
facilities that will enable the philanthropic 
people who are devoting their energies to 
the amelioration of the condition of these 
unfortunates, 
most speedily and i fleet- 
ualiy, 
and in 
the largest number of 
casea possible to make the feeble-minded 
self-helpful 
and 
even 
self-supporting. 
These ends can be accomplished here, for 
elsewhere they have been attained. Not 
even the insane appeal to our sympathies 
more forcibly than the feeble-minded chil­ 
dren. 
These are 
helpless 
beyond the 
power of written words to depict; they 
need aid that no other dependent cla 33 
does. 
Tbey are at once wards- and pa­ 
tients. 
They must not only have guar­ 
dianship, but nursing. Their home must 
not be a place of confinement, but a school 
ol peculiar character, and for which there 
are but very few fitted as teachers. It 
must be a “ hom e” iu as nearly a true 
sense as it is possible for a public institu­ 
tion to be made. 
It must have buildings 
specially adapted to the treatment expe­ 
rience has shown is essential; grounds 
ample and adapted to employment of the 
inm ates; fittings complete for the physical 
up-building of the pitiful little ones who 
must 
truit to 
State guardianship and 
benevolence. 
The State, therefore, can 
only afford to start right in this matter, 
and this the Legislature is disposed to have 
it do. 
Let it be hoped that a very broad 
liberality toward the “ H om e” will con­ 
tinue to be manifest, and that no narrow 
economies will be put forward. 


T h e plea has been made in the Senate 
; gainst the bill to prohibit the advertising 
of lottery drawings, that such a measure 
will not prevent lottery gambling, and will 
only iDjure newspapers. That is putting 
too fine a point upon it. Any injury pos­ 
sible to newspapers under the bill will be 
to deprive them of that in the future which 
they have received thus far in violation of 
law. For advertising lotteries is already 
forbidden by the Code, and the advertising 
of a “drawing" is advertising a lottery, as 
every sensible man knows. 
Hut if there is 
any virtue at alt in the objection to the 
bill, then we should repeal ail laws against 
crime because crime wili be committed, 
and to restrain any one from such commis­ 
sion will he to deprive them ot a possible 
means of gain. The present bill, as we 
have said, does not really propose a new 
law. but it is intended to clear away from 
the present statute forbidding the advertis­ 
ing of lotteries, the haze of doubt the press 
has—iu the sclf-.nterest of its counting- 
rooms—east about the advertising of draw­ 
ings. 
If the gentlemen opposing the bill 
are sincere, to be consistent they should in­ 
troduce a bill to repeal the law forbidding 
the advertising of lotteries in any form, 
and thus clear the field for the worst form 
of gaming. 


In just tw o days more the last opportun­ 
ity will have gone into the shadows of the 
past for the Democratic party to apologize 
gracefully for the outrageous slander it ut­ 
tered when it 
took possession 
of the 
‘ books ” four years ago. It then promised 
to “ open the bookf," publish; Republican 
frauds from the housetops, and “ show the 
rascals up."

Yesterday forenoon at 10:30 o’clock, abont 
3,500 persons assembled to hear Pam Jones at 
his farewell service. 
Each of the ministers 
present, in a few weli-selceted remarks paid 
Mr. Jones numerous compliments for his effect­ 
ive work and its good practical results. During 
the course of the mee tic gs about four hundred 
have made a profession of change of purpose 
and heart, and given Iheir names to the various 
churches. I’rot. Excell, who has worked hard 
in the organization and success oi the choir, 
has been the recipient of many deserved com­ 
pliments lor his eflicient training and individual 
ellorls in the work here. He has shown himself 
to be a most proficient and successful leader 
oi singers ior such services, has a finely cult­ 
ured voice, and uses it with excellent discrim­ 
ination and effect. The text for the closiDg ad­ 
dress was: “ Her ways are ways of pleasaui- 
ness, and all her paths are peace.” Belore the 
sermou. Mr. Jones announced that, be would 
deliver a lecture in Sacramento on .Saturday 
night, March 16lh, at the solicitation of Iicv. II. 
C. Christian, for some cause which he was in­ 
terested in. 
The speaker then gave the following reasons 
why a journey towards heaven was pleasant: 
Because when wo start on the journey we know 
we shad get there at la s t; because we know we 
shall bnvc daylight all the way; because we 
have all necdlul accommodations en route; be­ 
cause God goes abend ar.d arranges everythirg 
for us; because we have a good guide with u.-: 
because we causee tlic footprints oi our good 
Irieuds who have gone before; because we have 
good company, and becau.-e we have the pray­ 
ers and sympathy of our friends. 
1 have been a»ked if I don’t care auythiug 
about the newspaper criticisms. 
No, because 1 
know I have got tcu good people praying for me 
to o u ew h o is criticising mo and my methods. 
God help me to live in the memories of people 
I have tried to benefit. Whou my journey ends 
there shall be uo tears shed, no disappointments, 
uopaiu, nor sickness, uor sorrow, nor death, 
and every Christian man and woman prays God

wipe all tears from our eyes.” 1 believe in the 
resurrection of the dead. This corruption shall 
put on incorruption. 
At the conclusion of the services hundreds 
came forward and shook the hand of the 
speaker and bade him Uod-speed, and extended 
a heartfelt invitation for him to return when 
his engagements would permit. 
Mr. Jones went to Marysville yesterday after­ 
noon, where he spoke last evening. He will 
lecture at Woodland this evening, at Dixon to­ 
morrow morning, and thence go to Fan Fran­ 
cisco, where he will commence on Sunday a 
four-weeks’ campaign at the oaviliou. 


T he W ater Supply. 
At a special meeting of the City Trustees, held 
at 10 a. M. yesterday, 1’. A. Humbert, engineer 
ot the Folsom W ater Company, submitted his 
report on the subject of FacrE memo’s water 
supply. The report was unanimous y adopted. 
In brief, the engineer says that he, in company 
with L'r. G. I . fcimmons, inspected a number of 
the wells on ranches ¡n the vicinity ot Sacra­ 
mento. ’th e ioimatiou through which these 
wclis arc sunk was found to be of loam, alter­ 
nated with strata of clay, gravel and sand. The 
wliter e* the wells south of Burns slough and 
along fi batiks was found to be free from min­ 
eral mils. To the north, and under the city, 
the water is impregnated wiili salts of iron and 
copper. 
In the judgment of the engineer the 
uncertainty of the source of deep well water 
should condemn its adoption fordriuking pur­ 
poses. as the pumps drawing from these wells 
suck trom greater distances, and from more 
doubtful sources every day, draining as they do 
cesspools, maisby ground on the surfscc, stag­ 
nant lakes, etc 
The engineer offers further ar­ 
gument against the system of wells, and states 
that lu addition to the objections enumerated 
cou d be given the patent one of the expense 
attached to such a lystcm. Speaking ot the 
present water works of the city, the engineer 
states that the system of pnmplcg direct into 
the mains causes great strain upon the pumps 
and pipes alike. The condition of the tank 
above the city prison is deserving of immediate 
attention, the brick walls of the prison support­ 
ing it being cracked and the timber rotten. In 
conclusion, it is given that the pumps now in 
use are bein: taxed beyond a safe margin on 
account o: the present demand upon them, lu 
the summer months, especially, the demand for 
w atir exceeds the capacity of the pumps. 
Should at any time during this season a large 
tire break out. the sup>p>ly i:i the mains would be 
Insufficient to supply the engines, and great 
loss to property might ensue. 
The recommend­ 
ation is made that the Trustees p urchase addi­ 
tional pumping machinery, in order to add 
10,0 0,000 gallons to the present water supply. 
Referring to the proposition of filtering, the 
engineer says the quality of the Sacramento 
river water is go..d, and the health of the in­ 
habitants of the city Is the best proof of this 
tact. 
The engineer concludes his report by reciting 
that he condemns the proposition of supplying 
the city w ith drinking water from wells: that 
the present pumping machinery is in good con­ 
dition, hut inadequate: that he recommends the 
purchase of a duplex steam cylinder compound 
plunger pump, of 10.000,000 gallons per day ca­ 
lamity; and advises that, instead of repairing 
the old city tank, a large stand pipíe be erected, 
and that a filtering system be adopted.

H ie lowest yester­ 
day was 46£i, or 30° difleience botwoen the high­ 
est and lowest temperature. This rapid rise in 
the temperature, accompanied by a tolling ba­ 
rometer and brisk northerly winds, appears ’o 
be meteorologically spieaking, algoodharbinger 
or'approaching precipitation of snow in the 
m ountains ana rain in the valley*.

LOCAL BREVITIES. 


The Republicans held caucuses last, night in 
six precincts. In the First,, Second and Third

Men jumped on the benches, w in- 
dow sills, desks, aud crowded about the Chair 
shouting wildly, and if their wives cou’d see 
them they would have come to the conclusion 
that their husbands had lost theirsenses When 
the meeting commenced there seemed to be a 
disposition on tlic part of all to do the fair thing, 
but subsequent events did not justify this con­ 
clusion. 
Just before the vote was put to have all select 
their names Saturday at the primaries, the 
mover, C. T. Jones, argued against his own mo­ 
tion, aud this brought on another wild scene. 
The motion was finally put aud certainly car­ 
ried, but was not decided so by the Chairman.

Sacramento, February 28,18c9. 
Eds. Record-Cnios : We read this morning 
tlic leading editorial in your issue of this date 
entitled “Prison loibor," in which you stale 
that "the workingm an is committed to a radi­ 
cal mistake when he subscribes to the doctrine 
lliat employment of convicts in prison is inju­ 
rious to him.” The article proceeds to develop 
the argument that the prison product in any 
industry is so iuflintesmal in comparison with 
the general output oi free labor that it has ro 
influence upon outside wages. We think you 
believe this to be true. but;am satisfied that you 
are in error. S. C. Grampner, of Red BlufV, Cab, 
testified 
on oath that "the effect of con­ 
vict 
labor gives 
the State 
or contractor 
(prisout such 
an 
advantage 
as to crush 
out private enterprise.” * * • Regarding a 
stitem cnl of Warden Shirley made iast Anril, 
that “Slate Prison production of doors, sash, 
and blinds was less than 1 per cent, of home 
consumption.” It was then more than one- 
third, and lias for severa! months been more 
than one half of ail the factory produc:- of 
that line of goods within the State of Califor­ 
nia. (Report of Labor Bureau 1884 83, pp. 161, 
162 ) 
Further, at an investigation had before Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman, May 15. 18?6, the 
late G. 
Griffiths, of Pen rye, testified: “There is no 
maiket price (for granite), the prison makes the 
price. • * * It would be difficult for a quar- 
ryman to run out a competitor who got his 
tools and labor for uothiug.” 
J. L. Grant, a 
stone dealer, testified on tlie same occasion: 
"There i* no market prire for stone. * • As long 
as the prison is in the market, free labor is 
crushed out altogether." At the same time 
Patrick MeGreal testified: "Am a stone cut ter. 
The material from the prison (granite) sold in 
San Francisfo is sold at one-half the market 
price. On a job in San Jose, Owen ,fc Blanchard 
pul in a bid tor 52,100. The prison did the work 
for I'M .’’ 
The reports of the Board oi Prison Directors 
for 1884, 1885 and 1886 show that the State paid 
out in three years 1287,000, and earned at that 
expenditure about $35,000. Lest this should ex­ 
ceed the reasonable lim it of a newspaper com­ 
munication, we beg leave to defer the consider­ 
ation of other important matters considered in 
your atticle to a future time.

ensued that the poor were reduced to feed 
on grass, and many perished miserably in 
the fields. 
In 1308 the wine distributed 
to the soldiers was cut with hatchets.

successive winters of 1432-3-4 were uncom­ 
monly severe. 
In 1083 it was excessively 
cold. 
Most of the hollies were killed. 
Coaches drove along the Thames, the ice 
of which was eleven inches thick.

the name of Senator Evarts is again revived, so 
that a vacancy in the Senate will be created 
and the state can determine whether it desires 
Piatt or Miller to have the control of the patron­ 
age iu the State.
